Levitt’s offer to build two elemen­ 
tary schools will be discussed in 
the builder’* office Monday with the 
school board anff authority, and 
Bucks County School Superinten­ 
dent Dr. Charles H. Boehm. 
They will meet at IO a. rn. to 
consider legal and other details 
involved in the builder’s proposal. 
Levitt said the schools could be 
finished by December 1954, if ap­ 
proved immediately. He said he 
would build on two, eltes already 
approved by the State Department 
of Education, on the former Bolton 
farm west of Levittown parkway 
and on Mill Creek road west of 
Edgely avenue. 
Guarantee Pends 
In addition to building on a non­ 
profit basis, Levitt said he would 
guarantee the financing, if neces­ 
sary. 
Informed by Dr. Boehm that the 
school construction wonld have to 
be 
advertised. » with 
authorities 
seeking the lowest bidder, Levitt 
replied, “I am not opposed to pub­ 
lic bidding on the contracts. After 
all, we want to have the schools 
constructed as cheaply aa possible.” 
Levitt said ha waa prepared to 
■tart work on the buildings at the 
end of the month lf necessary. He 
stressed the fact that Incoming 
families of the building project in 
Levittown would soon deluge the 
school system as It stands now. He 
urged action by the board within 
30 days in order to get preliminary 
plana under way. 
Legal Barrier 
Although the school board heart­ 
ily endorsed the suggestion made 
by Levitt, they said that a legal 
barrier had to be overehffflHBVfore 
final plana could be drawn up. 
The possible harrier in this case 
would be state approval; however, 
both the school board and Levitt 
are prepared to go to Gov. John 8. 
Fine if necessary. 


Government Hnnd 
In Business Draws 
Fire From Martin 
Senator Edward Martin, of Penn­ 
sylvania, told New Jersey Republi­ 
cans last night that when the Re­ 
publicans took over the White 
House, they “found the government 
not only in business, but actually 
being big business itself.” 
“It has been called ‘creeping* so­ 
cialism,” he observed, “but some­ 
times I think it has been galloping.” 
He explained that it was such big 
business that it practically amount­ 
ed to a fourth branch of govern­ 
ment. Sen. Martin atated that the 
government operates about IOO dif­ 
ferent kinds of bn ai ness enterprises, 
with an investment of more than 
forty billion dollars; it is the guar­ 
antor for almost 250 billion more, 
and has a public debt of 272 billion. 
Activities Are Cited 
“The government la in almost 
every business yon can imagine— 
including roasting coffee, recapping 
Urea And making brooms,” he told 
members of the Somerset, N. J., 
County Republican Campaign Com­ 
mittee at a dinner. 
Sen. Martin accused the federal 
government pf trying to run state 
government, under the philosophy 
that government can take care of 
the people better than they can take 
care of themselves. He pointed out 
that In Pennsylvania, for instance, 
there are two and one-half times as 
many federal civilian employees 
working in the state as there are 
state employees. 
Pears Financial Effect 
“Deficit financing and the cen­ 
tralization of government are the 
great dangers facing the American 
people,” he said. “I fear the results 
of government financial collapse 
from within more than the invasion 
of an enemy army from without." 
Sen. Martin urged the precept of 
decentralisation at all levels of gov­ 
ernment. The Republican party, he 
said, is engaged in a reorganization 
to return the government to the 
people.

Action by the Langhorne Spring 
Water Co. to enact a 20 per cent 
across-the-board increase in water 
rates has brought a mild tide of 
protest, according to a spot survey 
of consumers in Langhorne, Lang­ 
horne Manor, Penndel, Hulmeville 
and Middletown township today.

They affect all 1,285 of the private­ 
ly-owned firm’s customers. 
President J. Hihbs truckman, Jr., 
of the water company* said this will 
be the first boost in rates since 
1915. 
rites Increased Cost* 
“Just like everyone else, we’ve 
tried to hold the line as long as we 
could,” he said. 
“The cost of everything else has 
increased probably IOO per cent 
since 1946,” he added. “The price 
of water has got to go up, because 
of increased costs in wages and 
raw materials. The expansion here 
is so rapid that it is going to take 
more, to keep going. 
“We have made the increase as 
small as we could,” Buckinan said. 
“To keep rendering adequate serv­ 
ice, we just have to increase our 
income.”

THERE irs many wonderful 
teachers — teachers for whom 
most parents rightly hold great 
respect. 
Parents who have children 
under school age are especially 
eager to listen to the counsel of 
teachers. They want to know how 
they may best prepare their little 
children now to get on well when 
they enter school. 
lf I were again teaching in the 
grades, even In high school, I 
would offer parents the following 
as good home preparstion for 
school: 
Essential Training 
Teachers have to waste an 
enormous amount of time with 
children who have never learned 
at home the meaning of the sim­ 
ple word No; who have not 
learned proper self-control and 
consideration for the rights and 
feelings of others; who have not 
learned to play and get along 
with other children; who are etui 
tied to their mother's apron 
strings, and have never learned 
to walt on themselves or to bear 
the simplest responsibilities. 
Now s the time to teach your 
child that there are some things 
he mustn't do and some things 
he cannot have, even when he 
doesnt see the reason why. Work 
In this direction on situations In 
which you can check personally. 
Rarely say No, but when you say 
It, do not shout It or repeat It. 
Say It once In a natural tone, and 
be sure he always gets adequate­ 
ly unpleasant consequences when 
he doesn't obey the forbidding. 
Don't be afraid to smack the 
small child. As soon as be re 
spects your word, you can aban­ 
don spanking, and punish him 
Instead by requiring him to sit, 
unamused, in a chair for a dell 
nile period (15-30 minutes). Hope 


to abandon spanking by the 
time he enters school. 
Don't be frightened by the silly 
warnings about frustrating him. 
Of course you must frustrate him 
some now, so he will meet with 
fewer frustrations later. Be deaf 
to the warning that your child * 
will resent any punishment!. No 
child who Is punished fairly and 
consistently, will resent It. What 
he resents are the Inconsistencies 
and frailties of parents In rebuk­ 
ing or punishing him. You won't 
lose his love lf you discipline him 
fairly. 
On the other hand, lf he gets 
beyond your control, he will re­ 
ceive less and less love from you 
and feel less for you in return. 
You will so often get on each 
other’s nerves that you will be 
annoyed at each other most of 
the time, with little time left for 
mutual endearments and com­ 
panionship. In order for your 
child to get as much love and 
affection from you as he de­ 
serves, he must have acquired 
adequate inhibitions, been prop­ 
erly restrained. (My bulletins 
Love and Restraint" and "How 
To Teach Tot Meaning of No” 
may be had by sending a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope to 
me In care of this newspaper.) 
Play Important 
I would also urge these parent# 
to encourage their ehild to play 
with other children of his age, 
to train him to do for himself 
what he is able to do and to re­ 
quire him to do some regular Jota 
at home. 
I would emphasize, too, the 
value of a happy, companionable, 
understanding family in which 
this child Is treated as the worthy 
individual that he really la, 
where everything he dots aerl- 
ously and every question he aska 
are considered Important.

Press Is a Part 
Of Established 
Freedom in ll. S. 
* 
Screen of Official 
Privacy Cited As 
A Present Threat 


Have you asked yourself, "Why 
all this stir about National News­ 
paper Week"? There'* a reason— 
a very deflate reaeon—and it con­ 
cerns you. 
Carl R. Keeler, a newspaperman 
and 
editor 
of 
Quill 
magmstne. 
wrote recently about freedom of 
the 
press 
and 
of 
Information. 
Though his piece Is w ritten as on* 
newspaperman to another, It con­ 
tains a message worthy of serious 
thought by every American. 
Here Ie what he said: 
It seems to me that even the 
last year or so I have more and 
more frequently encountered mis­ 
understanding of the very mean­ 
ing, let alone the importance, of 
the group of basic freedoms that 
include the press. There Is cer­ 
tainly confusion about freedom of 
the press as such and the newer, 
more embracing term , freedom of 
information. 
Laymen Blameless 
I can’t blame laymen too much 
for not understanding the precise 
meanings of these terms. Even the 
professional journalist finds him­ 
self hard put for words to describa 
these rights or to differentiate ac­ 
curately between them, Insofar a* 
there are differences. 
But this should not discourage 
us as missionaries. I feel strongly 
that where there Is seeming inabil­ 
ity to understand what a right Is, 
indiffarance to Its preservation will 
follow. 
It Is easy to oversimpHfyo'iiuch 
definitions. I frequently explain, 
for example, that freedom of the 
press la the constitutionally guar­ 
anteed right to publish it lf you 
can get It; while freedom of infor­ 
mation Involves access to news 
(and other forms of knowledge, of 
course) as well as the right to dis­ 
seminate IL 
Case lllastrated 
I could follow this up with an 
illustration. The North Carolina 
legislature; faced with a record 
•tate budget, rushed through a bill 
providing secrecy for appropria­ 
tions - committee sessions. Actual 
voting, of course remained open. 
I could understand, if not a ^ 
prove, the budget-makere’ desire 
for privacy. It Ie hard enough to 
apportion the state's Income with 
pressure groups snapping at your 
heels, without having the press 
bring down the pack In fell try . 
But it is better to have an fainest 
legislator em barrassed for think­ 
ing out loud than to let the dis­ 
honest ones horde trade behind 
closed doors. 
Up to this point, I should say 
that North Carolina's offense was 
against the broad theory of free­ 
dom of information rather than 
against any specific statutory guar­ 
antee of freedom of the press. The 
whole area of access to public rec­ 
ords has been a sort of legal no 
man's land from state to state and 
year to year. 
Fines Proposed 
But the North Carolina legisla­ 
tors also proposed fines and even 
Jail term s for anyone who might 
violate this secrecy. There, I sug­ 
gest, lay a plain violation of basic 
freedom of the press. On theory, 
any newspaper that printed any­ 
thing about the budget discussions 
might be presumed on the face of 
publication to have invaded the 
meeting, even though the story 
came from a talkative committee 
member instead of up a hot air 
register. 
Unfortunately for such pat ex­ 
amples. even freedom of the press 
is not as simple as the eloquent 
brevity of the Bill of Rights seems 
to make i t There is no question 
about the purpose of the First 
Amendment as Thomas Jefferson 
and others intended It. 
Language d ied 
But the language says “Congress 
shall make no laws . . . . abridging 
. . . 
This did not automatically 
restrict the powers of stat* legis­ 
latures. 
Most state constitutions 
followed the federal one in this, 
but it is not universal. 
So further resort has been mad* 
to 
the 
Fourteenth 
Amendment, 
adopted in 1868, which says: "No 
state shall make or enforce a law 
which shall bridge the privileges 
or immunities of citizens of the 
United States; nor shall any state 
deprive any person of life, liberty, 
or property, w ithout due process 
of law . . . 
But even the sum 
of these, in the light of subsequent 
court decisions, is by no mean* 
absolute. 
Hamilton Right 
Hamilton wa* at least partly 
right. The Argentine constitution 
was copied after ours, including 
freedom of expression. But con­ 
sider what happened to its press 
when "the general spirit of th* 
people and of the government" be­ 
came that of Juan Peron. 
We have the Flrat Amendment 
and other laws and thank heaven 
for them against any sneak thieves 
who might attempt to steal our 
freedoms but would never dare 
make a frontal attack on the Con­ 
stitution.
